practitioner. Besides attending to her 
steadily growing practice Dr. Knabe 
delivered lectures on pathology at sev

veterinary college, of which Dr. Craig 
the principal defendant in the coming 
trial, is the dean. For several yeah* 
she was slate bacteriologist, but she 
resigned this position a short time be­ 
fore her death to gain more time for 
her practice and her studies. She had 
a wide circle of acquaintances but 
only few intim ate friends, and, it is 
believed, no enemies. 
Dr. Knabe lived and had her office 
on th e first floor of 
an 
apartm ent 
house located on a busy street corn­ 
er. The apartm ent occupied by Dr. j 
Knabe was in the corner of the build- j 
ing and had windows to both streets.
